WORLD'S BIGGEST 
OIL TANKER 


KURE, Japan (Reuter). — The 
world’s largest tanker, the 372,400- 
ton Nisseki Maru, was launched 
here yesterday. 

The ship's owners, the Tokyo 
Tanker Company, said the 9,600 
million yen (£11m.) tanker will be 
used on the Japan-Persian Gulf 
route, making 10 trips a year, after 
tts completion in September. 

The Nisseki Maru, bullt at the 
Ishikawajima Harima heavy indus- 
tries yards, Is 1,123 feet long, 178 
feet wide, with a draught of nearly 
88 feet. Its 40,000 horsepower tur- 
bine gives it a cruising speed of 
14.5 Knots.

COLOMBO (Reuter). — Soviet Mig 
fighters requested by Ceylon will be 
used in the republic’s north central 
zone, where Insurgents have taken 
control of a big government settle- 
mevt scheme, informed sources said 
yesterday. 

The majority of the settlers are 
young and sympathetic to the aims 
of the youthful “Che Guevarist” in- 
surgents, the sources added. 

The fighters will arrive in Ceylon 
shortly to join Indian and Pakis- 
tani helicopters. The sources were 
unable to say whether Soviet pilots 
and ground crews would accom- 
pany the aircraft, or how many 
would be sent. 

A spokesman for the Ministry of 
Defence and External Affairs sald 
the island had its first battle-free 
night on Monday in the 15-day-old 
uprising, and added It appeared the 
insurgents were running out of 
arms and food,

“The terrorists have regrouped in 
a few pockets and are avoiding 
contact with the armed services in 
all other areas,” the spokesman 
said, 

The island curfew has been eased 
by halt an hour, and is now in 
force from 6 pam. to 5.80 a.m. The 
curfew js one of the measures taken 
under Ceylon's state of emergency. 

Informed sources said yesterday 
the Government is considering 
granting an amnesty to the insur- 
gents. A senior Buddhist leader, Ve- 
nerable Sir Ineuruwe Baunatissa, 
asked the Government to grant an 
amnesty to commemorate Buddha's 
birthday on May 3.

WARSAW (UPI). — The Commu-

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 

U.S. Supreme Court ruled yesterday 

that schoolchildren may be trans- 

ported hy bus from one school zone 
to another within ἃ district to break 
up Segregation. But it said school 
authorities are not required to do 
this, and district courts must weigh 
the soundness of all so-called *‘bus” 
plans to avotd hardship for children. 

The Court, in a serles of im- 

portant and unanimous decisions 
Clarifying its position on segrega- 
tlon, also held that the existence of 
schools within a district that were 
all of one race, or nearly so, did 
not in itself constitute evidence that 
illegal segregation was still being 
practised. But it sald that in cases 
arising in such districts, the courts 
should scrutinise such schools and 
require authorities to demonstrate 
that the racial composition did not 
result from discriminatory action,

Syrian support 
on terrorists

The Jordanian authorities are ex- 
pected this week to complete their 
searches for terrorist weapons in 
Amman in ἃ bid to reactivate the 
recent Syria proposal for a tripar- 
tite commission comprising Jordan, 
Syria and the terrorists to regulate 
relations between the latter and the 
Jordanian Government. 

The Jordanian authorities appear 
to be seeking Syrian aid in restrain- 
ing the terrorists along the cease- 
fire lines, especially in the Jordan 
Valley. The terrorists, who @ppear to 
have been isolated from the popula- 
tion, still insist on observance of 
the Cairo and Amman agreements, 
under which they were authorized 
to operate offices and a number of 
bases in populated areas.

Damage to the seven-year-old 
hotel was estimated at about 20 
MmilHon baht (about IL3.35m.) 

American army, navy and air 
force fire-fighting units joined for- 
ces with local firemen to fight the 
flames. Police said three Japanese 
men escaped death by leaping from 
a fourth-floor window. They landed 
im a coconut palm and received only 
minor iajuries.

MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet Union yesterday kept a public silence 
on plans for a manned space platform, but the work of the nation’s 
two top science artists suggested the direction of Soviet plans. 


‘Paintings by Cosmonaut-painter 
Alexel Leonov and artist Anatoly 
Sokolnikov were exhibited in Mos- 
cow one week before Monday's laun- 
ching~ of the unmanned “Salute” 
space station. Scientific sources said 
the Salute 15 the beginning of a 
complex project to build a manned 
station, and that cosmonauts will 
go aloft soon to start construction. 

The Leonov Sokolntkov paintings 
were not represented as depicting 
precise Soviet plans. But both men 
have knowledge of Soviet theories, 
Plans and programmes, and thelr 
work couhl be expected to reflect 
‘thelr knowledge. , 

One painting by Leonov showed 
station that consisted of several 
columnar units held together by a 
metal framework. On one side was 
ἃ huge dish antenna. 

The most spectacular rendition 
was one by Sokolnikov, showing 
three spaceships docked nose-in to 
® central pair of globe-shaped cap- 
sules held together by a central co- 
lumo to resemble a bar-beil. 

Giant solar battery antennas

Wearing a wild assortment of 
campaign ribbons, Purple Heart 
Medals, camo fatigues, half

A plan is 
needed 
for ‘public 
phones

T telephones, writes the Control- 
ler In his report on the Ministry of 
Communications. In 1965 the Minis- 
try set itself the target of providing 
1.11 public phohes per 1,000 of the 
population within five years. But by 
1970 there were only 3,700 public 
telephoves in service, representing 
ἃ national average of 1.2 per 1,000. 

In many places the ratio is much 
lower atil,.such es Bne} Brak with 
0.2 per thousand, Givatayin 0.3, Beit 
Shemesh ‘and Rishon Lezion with 
only 0.6 public phones per thousand. 
The Controller recommends that {f 
the’ Ministry intends to attain the 
goal which tt set itself then it should 
work out a’ detailed annual plan 
which would list the needs of each 
settlement, the budget, and the 
equipment required in order to meet 
the target. 

The guidelines laid down by the 
Ministry Director-General in 1969 
call for the installation of at least 
one public telephone at each branch 
post office, central bug and train 
station, army camp, petrol station 
and at least one public phone in eve- 
ry agricultural settlement and every 
400 to 500 metres along main roads 
in urban areas. 


The Controller found that apart 
from bus and train stations and 
army camps the situation was not 
satisfactory. In many of the other 
places public phones have not been in- 
stalled, or not in sufficient numbers. 
As an example the report points out 
that no phones were installed at the 
post office branches in a number of 


quarters In Jerusalem such as Kata- . 


mon αν, Ir Ganim, and Romema. 
Tel Aviv post office branches at Gi- 
vat Rambem, Shaviv Herzliya, and 
on Ramat Gan's main road likewise 
lack public phones. Some 200 agri- 
cultural settlements are also without

TAKE A CLOSER LOOK 
AT LOCAL PRICES

ELATIVELY Br criticism is directed at the 

defence establishment in a section of over 100 
pages in the Controller's Report. The report omits 
mames and places and commodities, referring to 
them only in a general way. 

The increasing share 1008] industry is called 
upon to play In the country’s armament pro- 
gramme and also political developments (che road 
to Sharm e-Shelkh) are mirrored in the report. 

Fault is again found with the Defence Ministry 
budget which, for the second year running, over- 
stepped ita authorised Umits (this year by TL275m.). 

Pay for the Defence Forces exceeded budget. 
allocations by some JL40m. even after an extra 
TL15m. had been provided. This reveala the larger 
than anticipated number of soldiers who were on 
active duty during the year under review and who 
were entitled to additional pay for prolonged or 
field service or other special service. 

The rapidly expanding armament industry and 
military supply importers are scrutinised in the 
report. The price of one batch of liems ordered 
from a local manufacturer (apparently to replace 
similar items previously ordered from abroad) is 
said to have been "linked" to the price of foreign 
manufacturers. The Controller objects to such 
linkages. 

He also finds fault with the Ministry practice 
of paying 30 per cent down on placing of orders 
and payment of the remaindér within 60 days of 
delivery. 

While recognizing the importance of harnessing 
local industries to defence requirements and the 
need to encourage them, the Controller urges greater 
caution on the part of the Ministry experts in 
agreeing to prices and terms of financing (credit). 

The Defence Forces also come in for some criti- 
cism, Some lapses in the maintenance of “fighting 
equipment" appear to have come to the: Con- 
troller's attention, and the report urges a review of

The Controller criticizes the handling of loans 
to clvilans in the Gaza Strip—where an unautho- 
rised member of the Military Administration issued 
the loans. {The man wag later charged with hav- 
ing accepted bribes.) 

Army welfare units also came in for some 
unexpected criticism. Soldiers were not always 
informed of their righta and privileges. Stiagle 
soldiers, often new immigrants, without any family 
connections here, are entitled to an extra IL30 
per month. Soldiers whose parents are without 
means are aleo entitled to this grant, Applications 
must be fled for the additional payment. Other 
benefits to which unattached goldiers are entitled 
include lodging in towns while on leave and parti- 
eipation in rent if the soldier lives outside his camp. 

Since many of the soldiers were not aware of 
the fact that they were entitled to these and other 
benefits many months elapsed before they received 
their due. In some cases these were paid only as 
of the date of submission of the application or 
even only after the application was approve. 
Soldlers applying for loans were usually invited to 
an interview hy athe officer responsible for welfare. 
But men serving in remote locations often found 
It difficult to obtain leave to reach the officer 
{usually available only in rear echelon camps). 

The Controller found insufficient checking of 
health profiles, especially of soldiers serving in 
reserve units and ‘whose profile tended, during the 
course of the years, to decline, which meant failure 
to repost men to different units better suited to 
their lower health profiles,

EDUCATION 
Too early 


to judge 
school 
reform

T= Ministry of Education does 

mot come in for any serious 
eriticism this year. The school re- 
form is scrutinised, but as the re- 
port points out, it is still very 
early to judge. There is, however, 
a sharp look at the Ministry's 
role vis-a-vis independent (Orthodox 
usually Agudat Yisrael} education, 
where there seems to be a short- 
age of adequate data. 

Teacher training for the new 
junior high schools 5 of par- 
amount importance in the impie- 
mentation of the reform. However, 
the report notes that some teachers 
who started in the first year of 
the reform only received in-train- 
ing during their second year. Nor 
has the Ministry found suitable re- 
trainmg frameworks for some 
areas, particularly vocational sub- 
jects. The Ministry told the State 
Controller's Office last year that 
vocational re-training courses would 
be set up for junior high school 
teachers, but so far this has not 
‘been carried out. 

Financial allocations for inde- 
pendent religious schools are based

port points out, this leads to ἃ 
great deal of freedom of action on 
the part of local leaders since 
there is no up-to-date information 
on some of the orthodox popula- 
tion.

Ministry, which is responsible for the is- 
suing of driving licences and for conducting 
the annual road test for vehicles, 15 seriously 
criticized by the Controller. He also points 
to shortcomings at Lod Airport and at fail- 
ings of the Ministry in preventing pollution 
of the sea and the beaches. 

Candidates for driving licences are required 
in practice to pass only vision and hearing 
tests, despite the fact that the regulatons 
require them to undergo a general medical 
examination, the Controller notes. What is 
more, the eye test given to potential drivers 
checks only their depth of vision, and not 
the field of vision, which according to the 
regulations must be a minimum of 140 de- 


Despite the tact that in 1964 the Knesset 
Finance Committee recommended that elderly 
people be required to take medical tests and 
that in 1966 the Police also proposed that all 
drivers over the age of 70 be required to 
undergo a medical, and repeated this request 
in 1968, the Ministry has not taken this step. 

Sometimes the Medical Institute for Road 
Safety approves the health of an applicant 
for a Heence, but limits the permission by 
requiring that person to take a medical test 
each year. However, there were many cases 
where the driver's licence was renewed by the 
district licensing office without his having 
taken the medical test as required. 

In 1969 the Licensing Department decided 
that driving tests would only be held if the 
iustructor of the applicant wes in the car 
during the test. This was in order to avoid 
complaints by applicants that they were un- 
fairly fafled by the tester, and also so thit 
the instructor could see the weak points of 
the applicant’s driving and know on what 
aspects to give him more instruction. 


Teachers absent 


The Controller reports that in practice 
in Tel Aviv and Jerusalem, the teachers 
are generally not present during the test. 
It was also found that the testers did not 
All out their report sheets on the appli- 
cant’s test in the presence of the appli- 
cant or his teacher, Even in the case of a 
person failing the test, the tester does 
not tell the applicant the reason why he 
failed. In some cases it was found the 
testers did not even list the reasons for a 
person's failure on the forms which the 
tester is provided with for this purpose. 
The Controller also discovered that people 

who had lad thelr licences withdrawn by the 


courts or the police were being granted new —

GREXCO fell far short of its 

own expectations, the Control- 
ler finds in his examination of the 
affeira of the Agriculture Export 
Company.

Kol complains of obstacles to 
_ hotel-building in Jerusalem

The difficulties which various local 

bodies place in the way of hoteliers 
seeking to build in Jerusalem is a 
major stumbling block in the build- 
ing of more hotels in the city, 
Tourism Minister . Moshe Kol 
charged yesterday at ἃ meeting with 
the editorial staff of The Jerusalem 
Post. 

The plan for a Sheraton hotel 
in the Capital was given up com- 
pletely after the city and district 
Planning committees caused the 
company to abandon one site, and 
then alter the design of the hotel 
when another site. was settled upon. 
The planned Hyatt House hotel is 
similarly having difficulties with the 
District Committee which 
is demanding that it build in 
vilions to blend with the landscape. 
The investors claim that modern 
hotel design is opposed to this as 
it adds ἴα service problems. The 
Jerusalem ‘Button, too, has been 
delayed by the planning bodies, the 
Minister pointed out. 

“I have proposed to Finance Min- 
ister Sapir that a meeting be called 
of all the bodies concerned to work 
out just where hotels can be built 
in Jerusalem and under what con- 
ditions," he said. Noting that the

The other 99 per cent were 
described as “restricted,” and during 
the past ten years most of this in- 
formation has been declassified.
